Electi on/Res tri c tions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 1, drawn to a method for identifying a ligand 
for a receptor. 

II. Claims 2-3, 5-7, 9-11, 13-16, 18 and 20, drawn to a 
method for detecting a generic package containing a 
polynucleotide that encodes a polypeptide agent. 

III. Claims 4, 12, 19 and 21, drawn to method for detecting 
a generic package containing a polynucleotide that 
encodes a polypeptide agent with the adsorbent with a 
retain target analyte. 

IV. Claims 8 and 17, drawn to method for detecting a 
generic package containing a polynucleotide that 
encodes a polypeptide agent with the substrate 
comprising an adsorbent that binds an anchoring 
polypeptide . 

V. Claims 22-24, drawn to a substrate comprising an 
adsorbent that binds an anchoring polypeptide. 

VI. Claims 25-26, drawn to a substrate comprising an 
adsorbent that comprises a polypeptide agent. 
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VII. Claim 27, drawn to a method for detecting translation 
of a polynucleotide. 

VIII. Claims 28-29, drawn to a method of exposing a first 
sample to a primary adsorbent and to an eluant. 

IX. Claims 30-35, drawn to a screening method for an agent 
modulator. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of 
the following reasons : 

Inventions I -IV and VI I -VI II are unrelated. Inventions are 
unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as 
capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 
806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are drawn to different methods comprising different 
components and different method steps with a different resultant 
effect . 

Inventions V and VI unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if 
it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use 
together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). 
In the instant case the different inventions are drawn to 
different compound substrates containing structurally different 
compounds /components . 
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Inventions (I-IV and VII-VIII) and (V and VI) are 
unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different modes of operation, different functions, or different 
effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions are drawn to different methods and 
di f f er ent compounds . 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, and the search 
required for Group I is not required for Groups II-VIII, 
specifically the literature searches, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to
